DEED OF HEROISM, 


To-day is the 40th anniversary of a deed 
of heroism in the Matabele War of 1863 :— 


“Major Alan Wilson’s Last Stand.” The 
Chartered Company of South Africa, 
in . the course of their policy, 
were pursuing the  Matabele tribes, 


whose chief, King Lobengula, put up such 
resistance as was within his power to the 
Chartered Company s forces. The latter had 
captured Buluwayo in November, 1895, but 
WF e | Lobengula had withdrawn after burning 
his kraal of 25,000 huts. Dr. Jameson, who 
was Cecil Rhodes’ representative, ordered 
Major Forbes to endeavour to capture the 
King. A galloping patrol of 125 officers 
and men was detailed for the task, and put 
under the command of Major Alan Wilson. 

Arrived at the Shangani River, an ad- 
vance body of some 45 scouts got across on 
December 3, 1893, and went in hot pursuit ol 
Lobengula, On the morning of the 4th they 
discovered Lobengula’s men in close prox) 
mity, but, too late, found they were 
in a well-manned ambush. There was no 
escape or hope of reinforcements, Imme- 
diately after they had. crossed the Shangani 
the river rose, and cut off both retreat and 
assistance from the body left behind. Rather 
than be captured Major Wilson decided to 
make a last stand. here were with him 
Captain Borrow, Captain Judd, and Captain 
Greenfield. The little force shot their horses, 
and taking cover behind the dead bodies held 
out until all were killed. The last man left 
alive was Scout Reid, and the natives de- 
clared afterwards that he shot eight of their 
force before he also fell. The heroiam of the 
little patrol was respected by Lobengula's 
men. They did not mutilate the bodies, but 
left them. to the wild beasts of the bush. 
Their bones were recovered, and in time in- 
terred at Matoppo, where Cecil Rhodes and 
Jameson are buried.

Proposing the toast of “ Prosperity to the 
Irish Free State,” Alderman "J. Hubbard 
Clark said that since the inception of the 
Free State that toast had been drank with 
enthusiasm at these gatherings. Not only had 
they drunk the toast, but, he ventured to 
think, no section of the community had 
worked harder for its success than the 
members of St. Andrew's Society. Was the 
Irish Free State prosperous? As ordinary 
citizens, let them have a look around. During 
the past ten years Dublin City had been in 
many ways transformed. The cobblestones 
and stone setts on their streets had dis- 
appeared, and the streets and roads in and 
around Dublin could now compare favourably 
with any city in Europe. Bridges had been 
built and others altered. A new Art Gallery 
had been opened. Many buildings had been 
erected to deal with child welfare and other 
eapects of public health, Gas and electric 
lighting industries have progressed enormousiy. 
Transport of all kinds had greatly improved. 
Their universities and the societies connected 
with them were as pr ous as ever, and 
in the domain of Jiterature, art and music he 
could see no falling-off. Public parks at 
Fairview and Broadstone had been opened. 
The people seemed to be as well fed and 
clothed as of yore, and they certainly seemed 
to have plenty of amusement, as he was 
frequently jostled off the path with queues 
waiting to get into the picture houses. 


DISAPPEARING SHADOW. 
But the greatest of all change was that oí 
the housing of the people. The shadow which 
overhung ‘Dublin or many years had been 
its slums and poor housing for the labouring 
class. This shadow was rapidly lifting. 
Thanks to their energetic City Manager and 
Corporation, assisted by the Government, 
thousands of houses had been erected, as a 
result of which new suburbs had sprung up at 
Marino, Cabra, Donnycarney, Drumcondra, 
etc.—all that within the last twelve years. 
Compared with the principle of valuation 3n 
the large cities iu land and Scotland, 
Dublin rates are quite moderate, but suppos- 
ing it were otherwise, they who prayed fo 
the time “when man to man the warid o er 
shall brithers be,” should be the last to 
complain if they had to pay a little more for 
the housing of the less fortunate among 
them. 


CONFIDENCE IN THE STATE, 
He thought that housing was costing them 
too much. He remembered many years ago 
when they had a campaign of pay no rent in. 
the country. This was now spreading some- 
what in the city. They had a rates controller 
well worth his money, and if they had a rent 
controller for municipal property with large 
powers, and with no sob staff about him, this 
trouble would soon cease. What he had said 
with regard to Dublin could, he thought, 
be equally applied to the other large eities 
in the State. Looking around him, he could 
see no lack of con ce in the Saorstat. 
National loans stood as high as ever. indus- 
trials had in many cases almost doubled 
themselves in value. British securities fetched 
as good a price here as across the water. 
Banks were in much the same position as else- 
where. The Dublin Corporation had just got 
£1,000,000 for housing at a lower rate of 
interest than had heen got for years. 
He knew all about the large number of un- 
employed in the country, but it was a matter 
of proportion, and he suggested that they 
were no worse off in that respect than any 
other part of the world. In wishing pros- 
perity to the Irish Free State they were pray- 
ing that unemployment and all misery might 
soon be brought to an end, 


THE GREATEST NEED. 
Mr. H. M. Dockrell, T.D., responding, 
said that they all could wish pr rity to 
the Free State; but, unfortunately, when 
they came to carry out the details of the 
programme there was a certain amount of 
controversy. He supposed that, in common 
with the rest of the world, the Free State 
was passing through a number of experi- 
ments in political and economical spheres, 
i and they could only hope that those experi- 
ments would result in the ultimate prosperity 
of their country, . Ín the realm of finance 
they had a certain position to keep up, and 
they were closing a loan of six millions, 
Whieh’ would keep fhem out of apy straits 
that they might in. The finances of the 
Free Statechad \heen managed conservatively, 
and they hoped that that’ would continue, 
At present the greatest need of the country 
was unity and a pulling together by the 


people.

In reply to this 
warning Mr. de Valera issued a challenge: 
he invited Mr. Thomas to say that “ the 
declaration of a Republic here "’ would not 
provoke aggressive acts by the British 
Government. Mr. de Valera was not 
thinking merely of a twenty-six county 
Republic; he was seeking an assurance 
that the British Government would take 
no measures to prevent the coercion of the 
six counties into an all-Ireland Republic. 
We learn now that, within the last few 
days, Mr. de Valera has sent a formal 
Note to Mr. Thomas, who has replied to 
it. If the Irish Note renews Mr. de 
Valera s challenge, we need have no doubt 
concerning the British Government's 
answer: England will refuse to betray 
Northern Ireland. On the other hand, she 
cannot exact—and probably will have 
no wish to exact—an unwilling member- 
ship of the Empire from any Dominion. 
We shall not try to anticipate Mr. 
Thomas's answer to Sir Alfred Knox's 
question. Probably it will set forth the 
deprivations which the Free State must 
suffe:—complete loss of British trade, loss 
of British citizenship, an alien status for 
all Irish men and women resident in Great 
Britain—if she chooses to become an 
isolated Republic. Such a statement ought 
to shatter finally a belief which Mr. de 
Valera’s party seems to share with him— 
that revolution can be effected on the 
principle of limited risks. There was anh 
exotic regiment in the Great War for which 
the light-hearted British soldier invented 
the watchword, “ No advance without 
security.” Mr. de Valera cannot get his 
Republic on such terms: if the Free State 
leaves the Empire, she cannot hope to 
retain a single benefit of the imperial 
bond. The issue is, perhaps, the gravest 
in Ireland’s long history, but the country, 
as a whole, will be glad that it is being 
brought to a head. Already, with declining 
trade, with political uncertainty, with 
the increasing bitterness of domestic 
faction, the Free State’s situation is nearly 
impossible and almost intolerable. To- 
day she is neither inside nor outside the 
British Empire.’ Definitely inside, she 
would have an assured future; definitely 
outside, she would have also an assured 
future—of another sort. Therefore, if 
only as a matter of self-respect, she must 
make a decisive choice. It seems now 
that, for all Mr. de Valera’s mental 
gymnastics, she must make it at the next 
general election.

France Faces Facts. 


Last Saturday M. Chautemps made a 
speech to the Chamber of Deputies which, 
almost for the first time, brings out the 
true gravity of France's financial plight. 
The Treasury is menaced by a permanent 
deficit, and the danger is increasing every 
day. Confidence in the franc, as a result 
of the failure to balance the Budget, is 
declining. The Budget is unbalanced to 
an extent of 6,000,000,000 francs; gold is 
being withdrawn from Paris at the rate of 
.3.000,000,000 francs a month; the holders 
of Treasury Bonds are cashing them on 
maturity with the utmost possible speed ; 
currency is being hoarded, and savings are 
being removed from the banks. Nobody 
can be surprised, therefore, when M. 
Chautemps describes the balancing of the 
“a task of public safety.” 
‘Whatever may be the cause of our 
failure to fulfil our duties,” he told the 
Chamber, “it would involve the country 
in difficulties whose gravity cannot be 
denied.’’ Seven years ago France set her 
finances in a position of apparently im- 
pregnable security. Both Britain and the 
United States have been forced from the 
gold standard, but until recently no 
breath of suspicion has been directed 
against Paris. Yet Government after 
Government has suffered the Treasury 
deficit to increase, and to-day the alterna- 
tive to a colossal effort of recovery is ruin. 

Within the year four French Govern- 
ments have fallen in an attempt to balance 
the Budget, and all have fallen for the 
same reasons. M, Chautemps is making 
no departure from the policy of his pre- 
decessors. He proposes, in brief, to save 
some £15,000,000 by economies in Govern- 
ment expenditure. Another £12,000,000 
will be saved by cuts in the salaries of 
public servants, and a similar sum will 
be raised from the numerous citizens who, 
by various methods, have contrived to 
escape their fair share of taxation. The 
‘last two proposals almost certainly will 
bring down the wrath of the Chamber on 
M. Chautemps’s head; the Socialists 
have refused to permit any .cuts what- 
ever in the salaries of public servants, 
On the other hand, M. Tardieu’s followers 
of the Right are determined that there 
shall be no increase of taxation—and, as 
we gather, no particular insistence on the 
payment of arrears. The recent Radical 
Governments, therefore, have been assailed 
from both sides of the Chamber. Either 
M. Tardieu’s Conservatives or M. Blum’s 
Socialists could+have given them a secure 
majority, but the price would have been 
the abandonment of the ‘‘ recovery pro- 
gramme.” M. Chautemps’s Cabinet is in 
precisely the same position. |

Irishmen in England 


The newspapers during the week's end 
have been discussing the fate of Irish Free 
State citizens in this country if Mr. de 
Valera should decide to form a Republic, 
and the picture, if true, is grave. It is 
said that the secession will make aliens in 
this country of Irish Free State men in 
the professions, in the public services. and 
in business, and of hundreds of thousands 
of trade unionists, as well as multitudes 
of people insured under the National 
Health and tinemplovment schemes. in 
of the destitute in the workhouses and 
infirmaries. Since aliens are required to 
register and to have a passport, in 
addition to suffering other inconveniences, 
the situation would become difficult. and 
citizens of the Irish Free State requiring 
to remain British would have to become 
naturalised, It is impossible to say at the 
moment, whether all this forecast is 
correct, but I imagine that few people 
would wish fo see things reach such a pass 
that an Irishman could become an alien in 
Great Britain. 


A New League. 


In diplomatic circles it is expected that 
there will be news from Rome this week 
concerning the formation of a new League 
of Nations, designed to link up all the 
Powers, including Russia and the United 
States, for friendly conversations.

The Colorado Beetle.

The 
ee wére found by some inspectors of the 
Ministry of Health while they were 
sterilising the ground, and steps to cope 
with the danger were taken without loss of 
a moment. Disinfectants were ordered by 
telegram, ' and arrived from London

Steps will be taken to see if the insect has 
secured a greater hold in the neighbourhood 
than was suspected, and a statement on 
this point will be issued as soon as is pos- 
sible, in order that farmers may be 
reassured or put on their guard. 


Caaching Clubs. 


Coaching clubs are springing up in 
several of the outer suburbs of London, and 
one, at least, has a membership of over two 
thousand. These clubs have te formed 
owing to a big reduction in the motor coach 
services between central London and the 
outer districts, the abolition of convenient 
stops in central London and the raising of 
fares. One coaching club owns four 
vehicles, which make journeys to London at 
hourly intervals during a large part of the 
day. The passengers, who do not pay 
fares, pay subscriptions for the use of the 
vehicles, which actually are motor coaches, 
but are run as private cars. Over a 
hundred new members joined one of the 
clubs last week, and, if the movement 
spreads, it will raise an intricate question 
concerning the control of road passenger 
traffic. 


London's Special Constabulary. 


No official announcement has yet been 
made with regard to a reorganisation of 
the Special Constabulary in London, but 
it is believed that important changes are 
being considered. The Specials serve on a 
voluntary basis, with an initial period of 
service of three years, Whilst on duty 
they are invested with the powers of 
ordinary policemen. Their present strength 
is Just over 20,000, and it is believed that 
the object of the changes will be to raise 
the standard of efficiency and to require 
longer periods of duty to be undertaken. 
A reduction in the numerical strength is 
contemplated, while the minimum period 
of duty every year will be considerably 
Increased. The present minimum is only 
twenty hours a year. 


Clothes from Poland. 


There appears to be no check to the flow 
of imported clothing into this country, 
and the London wholesale warehouses en- 
gaged in this trade are busy. Many of 
the men’s suits and overcoats come from 
Poland, of whose clothing exports Great 
Britain takes 33 per cent. The suits. which 
have a ''Jow-grade ”' appearance, are 
bonght on account of their extremely low 
rices. The overcoats are of a better 
nish—or, perhaps, the poorness of the 
orgs Is not so apparent; but, whatever 
the reason may be, these garments look 
quite well when the prices at which they 
are sold are taken into consideration.

ISSUE OF A REPUBLIC, 


The belief is expressed in political 
circles in Dublin that a general election 
is not far off. It is considered likely by 
keen observers that it will take place 
within the next three weeks, and that Mr. 
de Valera will appeal to the country on 
the issue of a Republic. It is expected 
that this time Mr. de Valera will go to 
the country for an all-Ireland Republic, 
that is a de jure Republic for thirty-two 
counties and a de facto Republic for the 
twenty-six counties.

FREE STATE TO INCREAS*® 
PURCHASE OF GRAINS. 


The re-opening of the greatest market 
of its heyday has brought fresh hope and 
optimism to the distillery industry of 
Northern Ireland, which has suffered 
greatly in the past ten years. 
On Friday the first large consignment of 
whiskey shipped from Northern Ireland 
left Belfast for New York, and this week 
another large order is due to be shipped. 
Permits have been granted by the United 
States authorities for both orders. 
Thirty thousand cases of Scotch whiskev 
left Glasgow on Saturday. 
It is announced from Washington that 
the Free State, through her Minister, Mr, 
M. MacWhite, is proving one of the 
sturdiest bidders for the United States 
quotas for whiskey. 
The Free State is said to be offering to 
increase the purchase of United States 
goods in return for a generous import of 
Irish whiskey. It is even hinted that most 
of the grain used in the making of Irish 
whiskies and stout would be bought from 
the United States. 
Though Mr. MacWhite made inquiries 
as to the quota allotted to the Free State, 
no official information has been vouchsafed 
pending negotiations with other countries. 
Initial permits to importers show that 
Italy has received the largest quota, with 
Germany second, and smaller allotments 
for England and France, but figures are 
withheld. 
The whiskey allotments, most of which 
were for Scotch whiskeys, mede up only 
five per cent. of the total permits. 
Officials are considering the adoption of 
blanket ” licensing and permit systems 
for liquor importers, together with in- 
creased initial foreign quotas. Although 
the import of between four and five million 
gallons has been allocated under the first 
uota already, officials to-day declared that 
the quantity may be increased in order to 
discourage bootlegging.

SHIRT ROOMS. 


BATON CHARGE IN CORK.

CORK, Sunday. 


A series of encounters between mem- 
bers of the Young Ireland organisation 
and a hostile crowd in the vicinity of 
the Blue Shirts’ headquarters in Cook 
street, Cork, on Saturday night, cul- 
minated in an attack on the rooms.

LL Gaelic matches in which Kerry 
teams were engaged for Sunday 
were declared off as a protest, against the 
imprisonment of twelve Tralee youths by 
the Military Tribunal in connection with 
the Tralee disturbances which took place 
on the occasion of General O’ Duffy’s visit 
to the town on 6th October. 

The eontests fixed were Kerry v. Kil- 
Gare, at Naas; West Limerick v. North 
Kerry, League hurling contest at Abbey- 
gorney; and the Rugby contest for the 
Munster Junior Cup at Tralee between 
Killorglin and Tralee. 

This decision was arrived at following 
m special meeting of different bodies in 
Qralee on Saturday night. 

At the meeting, held at the Irish 
ffransport Workers’ Hall, Mr. Jeremiah 
IMcSweeney, Chairman, Kerry County 
Council, presided, and representatives o: 
the different trades and labour and cleri- 
gal workers’ organisations, football and 
social clubs, and Fianna Fail organisa- 
ions, were present.

A silver salver, similar to that presented 
t» the Bishop, was then presented to Mr. de 
Valera. 


ANOTHER BEET FACTORY. 


President de Valera said that they had 
now completed the ceremonials for the three 
new beet factories which it was proposed to 
build this year. Speaking at Tuam and 
Thurles, he had said that their present needs 
for suger were about 100,000 tons a yeat. 
With the addition of three new factories, in 
addition to Carlow, they would supply virtu 
ally all their needs, and to meet the demands 
of an Increasing population they might be 
fore long need still another factory. They 
Fad only to make use of their resources and 
their labour to ensure greater _prosperity. 
Some years ago when they were struggling 
to secure the right to make their own laws-— 
they said they wanted those rights so that 
they could make Jaws in their own interests 
and not be subject to laws made in the in- 
terests of other people. Now that they had 
got so far they could make laws for their 
own benefit as seemed best designed for their 
prosperity. As a result of their exploitation 
by strangers the population had failen from 
8; millions te 4} millions, something 
that had not happened in any other country 
in the world. i@ was due to the fact that 
they had not used their own resources. 

Wealing with the Government’s wheat- 
growing policy, he said that when the popu- 
lation was 84 millions they had 700,000 acres 
tinder wheat. and this had dropped a few 
years ago to 20,000 acres. The figures proved 
the ability of the country to grow wheat, 
and there was no doubt that the 
millions they were sending abroad could be 
conserved in this country. They wanted a 
few years to be able to supply at least half 
the amount of wheat they required, and, in 
a few years more after that, they hoped to be 
able to supply their whole requirements, if 
the people only started out with the same 
degree of determination in that regard as 
they had shown in connection with the sugar 
supply. 


THE ENGLISH MARKET. 
The President repeated what he had said 


regarding the sage oor of producing their 
own fruit-apples, tomatoes, etc. 

At the same time, the President continued, 
ihey had a section of their people trying to 
get into a foreign market that was closed to 
them and that could not be opened by any- 
body. 

“There are people,” he said, “who think 
that it would be easy to do that. I ask 
those people to study the statement of a 
responsible official of the English Ministry to 
see what hope there is about retaining that 
market. You remember there was a good deal 
of talk about Ottawa and the agreements that 
could be made there. Certain agreements 
were made, and the British Government have 
asked the people who made those agreements 
with them not to stand by the letter of them, 
because if they did they would only destroy 
the market they had hoped to give them. The 
British market should in the first instance be 
kept for their own farmers, according to the 
British Ministry official. In that they were 
following the Sinn Fein policy we have 


preached for years. They say they can 
produce a large quantity of their own 
food, and the Minister for riculture, 
speaking a week ago in the House of 


Commons gave the example of the case of 
eggs, and said that at the rate of production, 
in a short time they would be able to supply 
half their own needs, and for more than two- 
thirds of them in three years. He said that 
at this rate, in a few years they would not 
want an egg from any country—Denmark, 
Russia, or any other exporting country, With 
regard to pigs, he said that there was no 
reason why the English farmers should not go 
forward and have their own supply. Some- 
body suggested that he might have some diffi- 
culty, and he said that the great trouble was 
that droves of pigs came rushing and squeal. 
ing on him—his trouble was to get rid of 
them.’’ 


ENGLAND'S POLICY. 

It was good policy for Great Britain, the 
President said, to protect its own products 
at a time when they had not the export trade 
they had of old for their manufactures. No- 
body could claim that that policy was likely 
to he quickly changed, or that the market 
for which some le here were crying out 
could be Rawreath go He recalled a statement 
made by him in the Dail íour or five years 
ago, in which he had quoted Lord Bledisloe 
as stating that in a short time the Argentine, 
which he had then visited, would be able to 
supply practically every product of the soil at 
soo iall the cost of its production in England. 

They in Ireland, continued the President, 
should set to work out their own Sinn Fein 
policy, which was to supply themselves with 
their own needs. They had made certain 
headway in the matter of producing clothing 
and boots, and in the matter of material for 
houses, he said, they had all they required in 
this country. He referred also to the si-

ARMAGH WATER 
SHORTAGE. 


A WEEK OF RAIN 
PRAYED. FOR. 


a 
PLANS TO REMEDY 
INADEQUACY,

ARMAGH, Saturday. 
OWRY’S LOUGH, from which Armagh 
City draws its water supply, has almost 
dried up. Just one pool, averaging 
about twelve feet in depth; remains. 
A channel has had to be cut from the ne 
across the mud of the ars” dried-up 
Lough, but now the pool has fallen so low 
that it barely supplies enough to flow across 
to the bellmouth leading to the filter. 
Yesterday the work of erecting a new 
pump to bring the water up from the pool 
was begun, and at the same time the first 
good downpour for months began to fall. 
The main source of supply is a stream from 
the Drumbee Bog to the Lough, which is 
about two miles from the town, and the long 
sbell of fine weather during the summer re- 
uced the stream to a mere trickle, while 
some of the smaller streams dried up com- 
pletely. 
A week of heavy rain will be needed before 
the water shortage from which the city is 
suffering can be relieved. 


TANK FORESIGHT. 


The citizens have been on “ short rations "' 
for se long time past, and during the last 
month the water supply has only been turned 
on from 8 o'clock in the morning until one 
o'clock in the afternoon. And, unless the 
rain continues, the hours during which the 
water supply will be available will, 1 under- 
stand, be reduced still farther next week. 

Many of the wells in the district have also 
dried up as a result of the drought, and had 
it not been for the new sedimentation tanks, 
installed a year or two ago, the plight of 
Armagh’s population would be even more 
serious than it is at present, 

Many of the buildings in the city, in- 
cluding the infirmary, stand on high ground, 
and reduced pressure in the pipes, caused by 
the shortage of water, has resulted in great 
difficulties for the people in these quarters, 
and sometimes the pressure does not enable 
the water to reach them during the hours 
when it is normally available, so special pro- 
vision has to be made to enable them to ob- 
tain their supplies later in the day when 
some force has been built up in the pipe- 
line from the lough to the city. 

The City Council is to proceed with the 
provision of a new or improved water supply 
system in order to prevent a recurrence of 


the shortage.

TALL CHIMNEYS AT 
RINGSEND., 


The twin 235 feet high chimneys of the 
Ringsend power station of the Dublin United 
Tramways ch have been city land- 
marks for thirty-five vears. are to be removed. 

Since the Shannon scheme current replaced 
the local product three years ago the power 
station has not been used. The coldness of 
those three years, following the _ thirty-two 
years of furnace heat, caused contraction. 
One of the chimneys has been considered a 
menace to public safety and is being dis- 
mantled. 

Built of riveted steel. reinforced with 
concrete and firebrick, the chimney is about 
ten feet in diameter and weighs over six 
hundred tons. Its foundations are nearly 
forty feet deep. 

Several weeks ago a number of charges of 
gelignite were exploded at the great brick 
base, and a steel cable with a winch was 
employed to direct the chimney if it fell. 
Operations to “ throw down” the chimney 
have now ceased,.and a Dublin firm of con- 
tractors — “fessrs. William Hunter — are 
engaged in dismantling it. They have erected 
scaffolding inside the chimney, and, aided 
by special lighting, are working day and 
night. 

The lights inside the giant chimney can be 
seen for miles around, and have attracted 
considerable attention. 

Mr. G. M. Harriss, general manager of the 
Dublin United Tramways Co., informed an 
[rish Times reporter that the work had pros 
ceeded thirty feet from the top. 

The removal of the second chimney will ba 
begun at a later date,
